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state Pay Boost Summit Conference 
Again Delayed 


By Court Order 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Retroactive 
raises totaling $21 million for 72,000 
state employes reverted to 
limbo 
Friday after a federal judge issued a 
temporary restraining order blocking 
payment by the state. 
U.S. District Court Judge Carl Rubin 
gave the state and federal officials 25 
days to file written arguments before 
he decides whether to issue a per­ 
manent injunction. 
Rubin handed down the temporary 
order on the request of the U.S. 
Department of Justice on behalf of the 
federal Pay Board. The board rejected 
the pay hikes for state employes from 
Jan. I to March 15, 1972 after the Ohio 
Legislature had granted the higher 
wages. 
The federal court action came two 
days after the Ohio Supreme Court 
ruled that the federal Pay Board did 
not have jurisdiction over state actions 
on an otherwise valid law. Three 
employes of Ohio State University had 


filed the suit in the state high court to 
get the money. 
Prior to the Supreme Court action, 
the Franklin County District Court of 
Appeals ordered the state to make the 
back payments on the request of the 
State Emoloves Union. The appeals 
court said state sovereignty prevailed 
over the federal board’s decision. 
Joseph J. Sommer, director of the 
Ohio Department of Personnel, said 
Friday, “We had planned to issue the 
checks for the back pay to state em ­ 
ployes until we were stopped by the 
federal court.” 
The pay increase applies to 48,000 
state employes, 16,000 non-academic 
university employes and 8,000 county 
welfare employes. 
The Ohio General Assembly ap­ 
proved a IO per cent or 38-cent-an-hour 
increase 
for 
em ployes 
late 
in 
December 1971. The federal Pay Board 
subsequently ruled the pay hikes could 
not take effect until midMarch 1972. 
Hog Production 
Slashed Sharply 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Stung by 
soaring feed costs and other expenses, 
hog producers are sharply cutting 
production from levels predicted a few 
months ago, according to Agriculture 
Department economists. 
The spring pig crop in the Com Belt, 
which normally produces most of the 
nation’s pork for the second half of the 
year, was down 3 per cent from 1972 
figures, USDA said Friday. 
In March, surveys indicated that 
farmers in the ten Corn Belt states 
would produce 5 per cent more pigs 
during March, April and May. En­ 
couraged by rising hog prices, the 
forecast last December was for a 7 per 
cent boost from a year earlier. 
But severe weather last winter and 
early this spring reduced litter sizes. 
Feed costs which rose at record rates 
added to the burden on farmers who 
had planned to increase hog produc­ 
tion this year. 
Under 
norm al 
conditions, 
the 
market price incentive was there. 
Market hog prices rose to records of 
more than $40 per one hundred pounds 
last winter. But those prices dropped 
sharply by late March while feed costs 
continued to gain. 
Now, with widespread uncertainty 
about the price freeze ordered by 
President Nixon and an erratic 
situation affecting grain and protein 
meal, producers believe it is time to 
hold the line. 
The report Friday was a stunning 
rebuttal to one issued earlier by USDA. 
It had predicted that pork supplies

After 
arrival here, Nixon treated his guest to 


a short ride in a golf cart, then sipped 
cocktails with him before a three-hour 
private dinner. 
They were set to resume their face- 
to-face talks at midmorning, con­ 
centrating on putting the finishing 
touches on a summit-ending com­ 
munique to be released Monday, when 
Brezhnev leaves the United Suites.

K issinger said the lengthy com ­ 
m unique—about 20 singlespaced. 


would increase enough later this year 
to offset an ll per cent decline during 
the first four months of 1973.

Be Easing 


LONDON (AP) — There were signs 
Friday that the world’s monetary 
crisis may be easing, although the 
dollar hit a record low in West Ger­ 
many.

The lira, one of Europe’s weakest 
currencies, gained ground when it was 
announced that $1

expected to stabilize money markets 
generally. 
Gold, which tends to rise in value 
during monetary instability, closed 
down $1 an ounce in I/indon at $119.75 
and was unchanged in Zurich at $120.25 
an ounce. 
In Frankfurt, the U S, dollar in or­ 
derly trading hit a record low of 2.55 
West German marks, down from 2.5670 
marks. It now takes 39 U.S. cents to 
buy one mark, compared with 25 U.S. 
cents four years ago. 
The dollar also declined slightly in 
other European centers. In Paris, the 
dollar was down I Mr centimes at 4.2165 
francs; and in london, the British 
pound gained fractionally, closing at 
$2.5745

Astronauts Recover From Space Exploration 


ABOARD USS TICONDEROGA 
(AP) 
— 
One 
of 
Skylab’s 
three 
crewmen has returned to earth feeling 
sicker 
than 
any 
previous 
U.S. 
astronaut, but doctors say all three 
should recover fully. 


Dr. Joseph P. Kerwin was dizzy and 
unable to walk without help following 
the crew’s Pacific Ocean splashdown 
Friday morning after 28 days in space 
aboard the orbiting laboratory. He 
could not complete a series of physical 
exertion tests and vomited at one 
point, said 
the 
m ission’s 
flight 
surgeon, Dr. Roy ce Hawkins. 


Skylab commander Charles Conrad 
Jr. experienced some dizziness but 
improved to near normal within two 
hours, Hawkins reported. The third 
crewman, Paul J. Weitz, had more 
trouble than Conrad in adapting to 
earth gravity but was not as sick as 
Kerwin 
“We have never seen anything like 
Kerwin s reaction," said Hawkins. 


“He is slower by far in recovering than 
any of the others we have seen." 
Most astronauts have had some ill 
effects from weightless space flight 
because 
their 
circulatory 
systems 
become out of shape in zero gravity. 
The surgeon said it was too early to 
tell whether the crew would be able to 
accept President Nixon’s invitation to 
visit him and Soviet leader I>eonid I. 
Brezhnev in San Clemente, Calif., on 
Sunday. 


The Ticonderoga, a World War II 
aircraft carrier, is scheduled to arrive 
at San Diego, Calif., Sunday morning. 
Space agency officials said the men 
had accomplished essentially all the 
mission’s objectives. They returned 
with plentiful data from observations 
of the sun and earth and from medical 
studies of the effects of weightlessness. 


They were labeled 
“the master 
tinkerers of space" by space agency 
administrator 
James 
Fletcher 
for 
their success in solving temperature 


and electrical 
problems 
that 
had 
threatened 
to ruin 
the 
Skylab 
I 
mission. 
Hawkins said he expected the men to 
bounce back substantially today after 
a good night’s sleep. 
Conrad had reported the crew was in 
“supershape" as their space capsule 
floated down to a perfect landing about 
830 miles southwest of San Diego. 


But after the capsule was hoisted to 
the carrier deck, the men walked 
heavily and unsteadily from it to a 
nearby lab 


Hawkins said Kerwin was aided by 
inflated pants that prevented the blood 
from pooling in his legs and raised his 
blood pressure. Conrad and Weitz wore 
the pants uninflated. 
During a long series of tests, Conrad 
was the only one who could perform 
about as well as he had before the 
mission. 
He experienced 
irregular 
heartbeats, but Hawkins said it was 
“nothing to be concerned about." 


But when Wed./ was riding a bicycle 
that measures work output, his blood 
pressure 
and 
pulse 
rate 
dropped 
suddenly He also felt dizzy and nau­ 
seated but recovered quickly wlx*n the 
test was halted 
Kerwin first ran into trouble when he 
was put in a device that has the op­ 
posite effect of tile inflatable pants. It 
forces blood to pool in the legs to show 
how the circulatory system responds 
to stress. 
Hawkins said that, as the device 
caused progressively more 
stress, 
Kerwin\s blood pressure dropped and 
his heartbeat slowed. That test was 
stopped, and it was decided not to 
attempt the bicycle test. 
A series of blow! chemistry and 
urine tests did not show anything out of 
the ordinary, said Hawkins. 
He said he had no immediate ex­ 
planation for the differences in the 
condition of the three crewmen. 
“I was a little surprised that Pete’ 
(Conrad) looks as good as he does and 


that Joe’ is showing as much (dif­ 
ficulty adapting) as he is. I expected 
all of them to be more like Weitz," said 
Hawkins 
He added there was no evidence that 
any of the astronauts would suffer any 
permanent disability He also said the 
medical problems did not seem likely 
to interfere with the next two planned 
Skylab missions of 56 days each. 
Studies of the crew’s reactions to 
weightlessness are one of the main 
objectives of the Skylab program. 
Researchers will use data from this 
and the next two missions to see 
whether man can endure long space 
flights and whether special pre­ 
cautions must be taken. 
The astronauts brought back more 
than 30,000 photographs of the sun 
taken through instruments sensitive to 
varying light wavelengths. 
Among 
them are photographs of a solar flare, 
an eruption of energy that may help 
astronomers get long-awaited aaswers 
to questions about tile sun.

The jacket is a top fashion item for 
73. You can wear a jacket with almost 
everything in your wardrobe — suits, 
skirts, dresses, and pants. And the 
popularity of this separates item will 
continue through fall 
Jackets come in so many styles and 
lengths you may have trouble deciding 
which style to buy or make. Summer 
styles include the jacket with an 
elasticized waistline and the classic 
blazer with short sleeves. Shirt jacket* 
range from safari types to boxy 
lumberjacket styles. Tile cardigan 
worn belted or open 
is a very strong 
jacket style. Summer types often have 
large patch pockets and trim around 
the neck and front edges. 
For fall, watch for the blouson jacket 
with elastic at the waist and cuffs. Or 
try a jacket with a fitted peplum. 
F a ll’s “ big top” jacket will have lots of 
fulim ‘SS gathered into a yoke, 'the 
ribbed-midriff cardigan will be a fall 
favorite.

Plant A n a ly sis Identifies 


Hidden Hunger In Plants

Now that most crops have lx*en 
planted and some are well on their way 
is a good time to consider checking for 
plant nutrient deficiencies, says John 
Trierweiler, Extension Agronomist, 
'Die Ohio State University. 
The goal is to find out if the plants 
have access to an adequate supply of 
nutrients and if they are using those 
nutrients, Trierweiler 
says. 
Many 
farmers depend on visual symptoms 
for indicators of nutritional needs. 
Trierweiler points out that sometimes 
there are ‘‘hidden hunger” deficien­ 
cies that cannot lie detected by just 
looking at the plants. He suggests a 
plant analysis for more accurate 
results. 
According to Trierweiler, if only one 
nutrient is sharply limiting growth, the 
plant will usually show a rather 
striking deficiency symptom. Then tin* 
trained observer can often correctly 
read this deficiency symptom and 
diagnose the nutritional problem. 
However, 
many 
factors, 
both 
nutritional and non-nutritional, change 
and 
mask the 
normal 
deficiency 
symptoms. 
Usually non-nutritional factors that 
produce nutrient deficiency symptoms 
are associated with adverse climatic 
conditions that produce p<x>r growth. 
In fact, the agronomist says, plants 
grown under these conditions often are 
deficient in the nutrient whose visual 
deficiency symptom is shown. Cold, 
wet 
springs 
are 
notorious 
for 
producing such symptoms, but tin* 
plants usually outgrow them as 
growing conitions improve. In such 
cases, the soils and 
weather in­ 
formation requested on the plant 
analysis form is especially valuable. 
Just as climatic conditions can af­ 
fect tin* uptake and use of plant 
nutrients, insects and diseases that 
disrupt the plant growth can greatly 
influence plant nutrient content. When 
the plant roots cannot actively grow to 


pick up sufficient nutrients, or when 
the plant cannot use the nutrients it 
has taken up, nutrient shortage 
develops in some plant parts and 
deficiency symptoms may show. 
Trierweiler says that plants show 
visual deficiency symptoms only when 
the deficiency has become rather 
severe. The (Top, however, often 
suffers a yield loss before it shows a 
deficiency symptom. In this “ hidden 
hunger” area, only plant analysis can 
detect needs so that corrective 
measures can be taken to prevent yield 
losses. 
Plant analysis, says the agronomist, 
is a determination of the chemical 
composition of a plant or a specific 
plant part. It tells if the plant had 
picked up enough of all essential 
nutrients from the soil. It also shows 
the nutrient balance in the plant. 
Nutrient content and balance in the 
plant determine yield and quality. 
Each county Cooperative Extension 
Service office has plant 
analysis 
mailers at a cost of $7 for service and 
handling. Each mailer includes an 
envelope for mailing samples, sam­ 
pling instructions, and an information 
sheet for the grower to fill out. Sam­ 
ples are mailed to the Ohio Plant 
Analysis 
laboratory, 
where plant 
content of 13 chemical elements are 
determined, the grower’s sample 
information 
is evaluated 
and 
in­ 
terpreted 
From these, agronomists 
make 
the 
necessary 
recom­ 
mendations. Tin* grower receives a 
copy of die analytical results, grower 
information, 
evaluation, 
and 
recommend;! tions

The great insect hunt is on! And 
leading the brigade of hunters this 
summer are some 55,000 4-H boys and 
girls in the national 4-H entomology 
program sponsored by Hercules In­ 
corporated. 
Til is year is expected to be a par­ 
ticularly busy one for the young 4-H 
entomologists. With a wet spring 
through 
much 
of 
the 
nation, 
mosquitoes are promised in great 
numbers. And other insects are ex­ 
pected to provide good hunting for the 
young people armed with net and 
killing can. 
Supervised by the Cooperative 
Extension Service, the 4-H en­ 
tomologists start their studv bv 
making collections of insects common 
to their areas. They learn insect 
control and as much as possible about 
each species. 
Along with the problems caused by a 
huge infestation of mosquitoes, the 
young entomologists are confronted 
with increasing numbers of gypsy 
moths, particularly the Northeast and 


Northwest sections of the country. 
Gypsy moth larvae are particularly 
damaging to the foliage of trees and 
other plants. And as hitchhikers, they 
are unsurpassed as they travel from 
one area to another by car, truck, 
camper and rail. 
Campers are particularly cautioned 
to remove insect larvae from their 
gear before travelling home or another 
destination. 


Of a less pesty nature is the expected 
appearance of the 17 year locust 
during 1973. The locust population will 
be in the millions but fortunately, they 
do little or no harm to plants, animals 
and humans. 


I/)okings for the gypsy moth, the 17 
year locust and helping control 
mosquitoes are just a few activities 
carried on by 4-H’ers in the 4-H en­ 
tomology program. 
Besides helping young people in 
their study of science and the ap­ 
preciation of community for insect 
control, the 4-H’ers can earn other 
recognition provided by Hercules 
Incorporated.

Garden Plants Wilting? 
Vegetable and flower garden plants 
that show signs of wilting may have 
been attacked by the common stalk 
borer. This pest is a caterpillar that 
bores into about any plant it can chew. 
It likes weeds but will attack vegetable 
and flower plants. The caterpillar has 
a reddish-brown band around the 
middle part of its 
body, 
which 
separates it from most of the other 
caterpillars. 
Keeping weeds out of your gardens is 
the best control, since weeds are the 
favorite “ dish” of this caterpillar. 
Garden sprays or dusts used regularly 
help control the pest, too.

Can Increase 


Forage Yields 


BY GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, Agriculture 
Unfavorable weather conditions 
have reduced forage supplies for many 
Ohio farmers, says Donald K. Myers, 
Extension Agronomist at The Ohio 
State University. For farmers seeking 
additional forage, he suggests the 
following alternatives: 
For Summer Forage — 
A. Applying nitrogen on grass will 
increase grass pasture during summer 
and fall months. Apply 75 to IOO pounds 
per acre to the tall grasses (or- 
chardgrass, tall fescue, timothy) and 
40 to 60 pounds per acre to Kentucky 
bluegrass. Also, crude protein of grass 
is usually increased one percentage 
unit for each 50 pounds of nitrogen 
applied. 
B. 
Sow 
summer 
annuals. 
Sudangrass is well adapted to grazing 
because of its leafiness and fineness of 
stem. Sorghum-sudangrass crosses 
are typically better adapted to harvest 
as green-chopor silage crops. Three or 
more harvests are required to harvest 
the maximum amount of high quality 
forage. 
C. Sow rye or ryegrass to extend 
grazing season into the late fall and 
early spring. 
For Winter Forage — 
A. Corn for silage may be planted 
until the end of June. A short-season 
hybrid will be more satisfactory at this 
late date as half the dry matter of 
whole plant com silage is contained 
within the ear and kernels. No other 
crop offers as much potential at this 
date for winter feed as corn for silage. 
B. Sorghum-sudangrass crosses 
may be harvested for silage, but they 
offer less potential than corn at this 
time for feed production per acre. 


Nixon Security 


Costs Spiral 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 
funds totaling nearly $1.9 million have 
been spent to bolster security and 
provide support at President Nixon’s 
residences in San Clemente, Calif., and 
Key Biscayne, Fla., officials have 
announced. 
The expenditures include $1,180,522 
at Key Biscayne compound and 
$730,367 at the San Clemente estate, 
said officials for the General Services 
Administration. 
A spokesman added that the ex­ 
penditures were required “ either 
directly for presidential security or for 
government support for the office of 
the presidency.” 
The totals did not include an 
estimated $400,000 helicopter landing 
pad built by the Army Corps of 
Engineers at Key Biscayne. But the 
figures did include the estimated 
$18,000 
annual 
rental 
for 
two 
residences in the Florida compound. 
The totals far exceed the estimates 
made recently in newspapers. 
A 
spokesman for the General Services 
Administration said the great bulk of 
expenditures were made shortly after 
the residences were purchased—Key 
Biscayne late in 1968 and San Clemente 
in mid-1969.

Part 
of our bug troubles is due to weatner, 
however, some winged forms of aphids 
have migrated in. Aphid control is 
easy if you keep it up. Cygon does a 
good job. It is a systemic, and usually a 
couple or more sprayings will get you 
through the season. Of course, 
malathion, diazinon and others will do 
the job, too. Isotox is a good one for 
thrips. 
Don’t forget to spray your roses with 
a fungicide. Folpet, zineb, maneb and 
others are effective against diseases. 
A fungicide spraying every couple 
weeks, or more often if rains prevail, is 
advisable. And, give the plants a shot 
of fertilizer once a month. 
Oystershell Scale 
Very soon now oystershell scale will 
be hatching out The scale is common 
on 
lilac, 
maple, 
peony, 
and 
pacysandra ground cover. Newly 
hatched crawlers are most susceptible 
to insecticides, so this is the stage to 
control them. Diazinon or malathion 
will control these pests. Follow label 
instructions on amounts to use. 
Small Gallonage Rates 
When you're all set to spray your 
roses, vegetables or other plants and 
the directions call for I pound of in­ 
secticide, per IOO gallons of water, 
what next? 
To get one gallon or equivalents up to 
IOO gallons, the following general rule 
may be applied. For each I pound of 
powder recommended per IOO gallons 
of water, use I level tablespoonful per 
gallon, and for each pint recom­ 
mended per IOO gallons of water, use I 
teaspoonful per gallon.

NKW YORK (AP) — “A girl is a 
diamond’s best friend,’’ said the jewel 
merchant in commenting upon the 
surge of interest among women the 
world over that is helping to push 
diamond prices to unprecedented 
figures. 
Statistics compiled by Dun 
Bi 
Bradstreet show that a high quality 
diamond that sold for $1,200 in 1953 had 
risen to $1,590 by early 1963 and to 
$3,800 in February of this year. 
But since then, according to George 
Kaplan, vice president of I^izare 
Kaplan International, one of the 
country’s largest finishers of quality 
stones, that same diamond has risen 
another $1,200 to around $5,000 
“The girls in Japan and Germany 
want to emulate their sisters in the 
United States,” said Kaplan, who 
reports that wholesalers from those 
countries now visit the United States 
as they visit Switzerland for watches. 
“The girls want more than the 
washing machines and other ap­ 
pliances they see on television,” he 
continued. “They also want something 
to show the girls in the office.” 
Because of the growing demand and 
the limited supply— all the rough 
diamonds found in the world in a single 
year would fill only one 2^-ton truck- 
some 20 million American women have 
more of an inflation hedge than they 
realize. 
The fear of inflation, as well as rising 
demand for engagement rings, is in­ 
volved in the diamond price increases, 
as it is in the price of gold mid antiques 


and paintings. 
Rising prices are a 
worldwide 
phenomenon, and repeated currency 
disruptions accentuate the problem. 
People traditionally seek security in 
objects of real value when they begin 
to fear paper currency. 
While not wishing that monetary 
insecurity should continue, Kaplan 
says he sees no reason why sales 
shouldn’t continue to rise sharply, 
pushing prices even higher. 
Here’s the industry trend, based on 
imports of rough diamonds into the 
United States: 
1961 ... $194 million. 
1967 ... $388 million. 
1972 ... $627 million. 
Since retail prices average about 66 
per cent higher than import prices of 
rough stones, Kaplan estimates that 
sales through jewelry stores this year 
will top $1 billion, compared with $653 
million last year. 
Kaplan, whose company has a 
reputation for cutting some of the 
world’s finest stones, claims that the 
biggest price increases are occurring 
among the larger and higher quality 
diamonds. 
With prices rising so strongly, wary 
speculators are inclined to ask, “What 
if 
some 
company 
learns 
to 
manufacture diamonds instead of 
digging them from the ground?” 
To which Kaplan answers, “General 
Electric already has, but the cost of 
manufacture is so high that dealers 
would have to charge more for them 
than for real diamonds.” 


great Depression. 
In many ways this makes them 
much more relaxed than we were, and 
more attractive.

He doesn’t view jet travel as 
anything extraordinary: youth fares, 
charter flights and other deals put it 
well within the reach of most. If he 
goes to an 
Eastern college, he 
nevertheless has probably been out to 
Vail, Colo., a couple of times for some 
skiing. 
I notice that quite a few seniors, 
unlike their 1950s counterparts, are not 
rushing ahead with their career plans 
or into graduate school. But this is not 
any kind of dropout or “greening” 
phenomenon. 
They do plan even­ 
tually to move ahead with serious 
careers. It is just that they want to 
take a couple of years off and do one 
thing or another—travel, work at 
temporary but interesting jobs like 
tennis or ski coaching, do something in 
a program like Vista. 
No, it is not like the 1950s. The at­ 
mosphere is more as one imagines it to 
have been in, say, the 1890s: a certain 
tranquillity and relaxation, a good deal 
of assured individuality, an intelligent 
interest in ideas and in the world, some 
healthy skepticism, and a general 
feeling, which could easily be 
mistaken, that the next war is a long 
way off. 
One of the saddest figures on the 
contemporary scene, as a matter of 
fact, is the radical young assistant 
professor who got his Ph.D. in the 1960s 
and is bubbling over with supposed 
“relevance.” 
He is generally 
regarded as a kind of freak, he has a 
tiny clientele, and in most depart­ 
ments a limited future. Oddly enough, 
the real generation gap now seems to 
fall 
between 
the 
30-year-old 
Berkeleyite professor and the 20-year- 
old contemporary student.

Speaking Of Your Health

A doctor in Englewood, Colo., found 
his own way of getting relief from at­ 
tacks of migraine that plagued him. 
Dr. Charles D. Magill had appar­ 
ently tried all kinds of medication, 
with only moderate success. As an 
orthopedic surgeon, he had often used 
a gel-filled ice pack on his patients. 
One day, in desperation, he tried the 
application of this pack to his forehead 
and was delighted to find that his 
nausea and penetrating pain in the 
head soon disappeared. 
Apparently, the gel-filled ice pack is 
colder than the ordinary ice bag, and 
may be the reason for the relief it 
brought him. This may not be the only 
answer to migraine, but it certainly is 
worth adding to all the other methods 
now in use. 
The gel-pack is the filled bag that 
one keeps in a freezing compartment. 
To be on the safe side, use this pack 
only at the suggestion of your own doc­ 
tor. 


A small device carried by the epi­ 
leptic will pick up brain vibrations. 
When a seizure or convulsion is about 
to happen, a light goes on and a buzzer 
goes off. This allows the epileptic to 
take medication or to prepare himself 
as he is taught to do, to avoid personal 
injury. 
At present, the device is being care­ 
fully studied at the University of Cali­ 
fornia in Los Angeles in cooperation 
with the McDonnell-Douglas Astro­ 
nautics Company. 


Most people with epilepsy have 
learned when a seizure is imminent. 
They may detect a special taste or 
odor or have some aura that indicates 
an oncoming seizure. 
This warning is of extreme impor­ 
tance to the epileptic who then pre­ 
pares for an impending convulsion. 
Now a new electronic device is being 
tried by which the epileptic can be 
alerted to an oncoming seizure. 


An interesting scientific phenom­ 
enon has just come to light that may 
have marked bearings on the treat­ 
ment and control of the diabetic 
patient. 
Dr. J. Fred Dice, of Stanford Univer­ 
sity, found that massive doses of 
ascorbic acid, or Vitamin C, dras­ 
tically reduced the amount of insulin 
necessary to keep some diabetics in 
control. 
Dr. Dice, himself a diabetic since the 
age of 15, required about 30 units of 
iasulin every day. This was reduced to 
13 units when he was taking large 
doses of Vitamin C every hour while 
awake. 


Working with Dr. Charles W. Daniel, 
Dr. Dice is now planning to study a 
large group of experimental animals 
in an effort to better understand and 
substantiate this unusual phenomenon.

Farm ers will have an additional two 
weeks to make their report of crops 
planted. This announcement comes 
from Paul Moore, Chairman of the 
Pickaway County ASC Committee. 
Certification deadline is July 13, 
1973. 
Unusual weather conditions and 
recent floods have delayed the 
planting of crops in all of Ohio and the 
midwest. The Pickaway County ASC,’ 
office has certified only 50 per cent of 
the farm s enrolled in the 1973 Wheat 
and Feed Grain programs. 
Moore emphasized that farm ers 
should certify as soon as their corn is 
planted. If no corn will be planted on 
the farm , soybeans and wheat acreage 
can be substituted to preserve the feed 
grain base. 
To retain the present feed grain base 
and wheat allotment, a farm er must 
plant an acreage equal to 50 per cent of 
the feed grain base and all of the wheat 
allotment in corn, wheat or soybeans. 
Farm certification is a necessary 
step before a farm payment can tx* 
made.

LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) - 
“If we can get them to the 
hospital in as good shape as 
we found them or better, then 
we’ve done our job,” fire 
department Lt. John Logsdon 
said 
Logsdon and Norm Johnson 
“ ride the buggy” as one of 
three crews who operate the 
ambulance service 
of the 
Lexington-Fayette 
County 
Fire Department. 
They’re not unique. Men 
like them render similar 
service across the state, 
across the nation. 
“We’re not really like the 
guys on that television show. 
We 
can’t 
play 
doctor, 
although a lot of people do 
call us doctor,” Logsdon 
said. 
Like an increasing number 
of men who do the work, 
however, 
Logsdon 
and 
Johnson 
are 
qualified 
E m e r g e n c y 
M e d i c a l 
Technicians, having 81 hours 
of classroom work, 80 hours 
in an emergency room and 40 
extra hours of lectures by 
doctors behind them. 
A two-way radio keeps the 
ambulance men in contact 
with doctors at the University 
of Kentucky Medical Center 
emergency room. 
“ We 
enjoy 
the 
work 
because you never know what 
you’re going to find out there 
when the bell rings. Every 
call is different,” Logsdon 
said. 
The two men ride in a new 
$45,000 vehicle which is more 
of a truck than an ambulance, 
but is equipped with gear to 
handle 
almost 
any 
emergency. 
Perhaps 
the 
most important tool is the 
imagination 
of the 
men 
themselves. 
“We had a call one time 
where a kid had gotten his 
foot hung up between the bars 
on his bicycle,” Logsdon said. 
“We could have cut the bike 
apart, but that would have 
ruined it. 
“We tried everything and 
then Norm got some cooking 
oil and greased the kid up real 
good. He just slid right out of 
there,” he added. 
Like their counterparts 
elsewhere, 
Logsdon 
and 
Johnson live by a bell that 
sends them on about two 
dozen runs a day. They work 
24 hours straight, then are off 
for 48. Some days are quiet, 
some hectic. 
A typical evening went like 
this: 
The clang of the bell and a 
command 
over 
a 
loud 
speaker sent the two to a 
nearby neighborhood, where 
a man had been cut badly on 
the hands by his wife during a 
family brawl. 
Within an hour, a fire call 
was received in the same 
neighborhood. It was a false 
alarm 
and, 
through 
a 
telephone trapping technique, 
the girl who called it in was 
caught by a fire inspector. 
Back at the station, a call is 
received from a family whose 
elderly 
father is having 
trouble breathing. A quick 
run, use of the oxygen on the 
ambulance and he’s safely in 
the hospital. 
Then an auto accident. Two 
men pinned in a car that has 
run off the road and crashed 
into a tree about nine miles 
from the city limits. Another 
ambulance on the scene 
radios that help is needed. 
l>ogsdon 
and 
Johnson 
arrive to find one 
man 
already out of the car, the 
other pinned inside with 
multiple leg fractures and 
cuts all over his face. 
While Johnson hustles out 
e q u i p m e n t , 
L o g s d o n 
scrambles inside the 
car, 
soothing the screaming man 
and helping put leg splints on 
him. In 15 minutes, the victim 
is on a stretcher and headed 
for the hospital.
